1. PART: PHONOLOGY. 
1. Chapter: Of the Alphabet- 

1. The Tuln language has no alphabet of its own. 
Those who formerly wrote in Tulu used to employ Mala- 
yalam characters; but more recently the Canarese alpha- 
bet has been adopted both in writing and printing; so the 
latter may now be considered as the modem Tulu alphabet. 

2. In this alphabet there are 15 Vowels, two Medials 
and 34 Consonants.

8. The remaining Consonants do not correspond to the 
letters of the English alphabet. The following are dental 
letters; they must be pronounced with the tip of the tongue 
between the front teeth: ^ ta, qS tha, cSda, qS dha, fina. 

9. The following are cerebral letters: — 

y ta, ^ tha, d da, z^ 4ha, ra ijaj 3^ ia, <^ la.

c. Syllables. 

10. The short vowel is inherent in the initial or com- 
plete form of every consonant; so that every letter is 
capable of being a complete syllable. Thus: ^oSotS kn-ru-bei 
shepherd; arfjsid a-ma-sa-ra, haste; wsrt ka-d^, forest. 

11. When a syllable is formed of two or oiore conso- 
nants and one vowel, the vowel is always joined to the 
first or uppermost consonant, but sounded after the last or 
lowest one; thus: * kli, ^ tyn, ^? stri,

cation, as with unchanged form of under- written consonants:

3. Chapter: Of Euphony. 

14. Euphony occasions the elision, insertion, and per- 
mutation of letters. 



15. When a word ending in w a, 's i, eni u, or * u is 
followed by an affix commencing with a vowel, euphony 
requires elision as follows:

b. Insertion. 

16. Sometimes c3^n is inserted; as, 4j«"3+c3'+W^o^j=z^6 

e. PemaiatiM. 

17. In compound words sometimes the consonant is 
changed; as, Se)r(r^e3 instead of «^^r^«3; suriod for ^rae'cio 

Remark: Iii the declensions of nouns and pronouns hard and soft 
consonants are, for the sake of euphony, frequently exchanged; as, T^jO^ 
for tfjOd; rfo* for f.o&, *oO«: for tfoBF; cSdjsUo for cJ«3jsrfj.
